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JULIA A. ROBINSON 


The death of Miss Robinson, May 19, 
1942, at Ontario, California, brings to 
an end her service to Iowa and the li- 
brary profession, a service which ex- 
tends far beyond the date of her retire- 
ment. Loyalty to Iowa and an intense 
interest in library development here 
were the chief interests in her life, tow- 
ering far above personal interests. 

In the years that have passed since 
September, 1938, when she handed over 
the supervision of the Iowa Library 
Commission to me and walked out of 
the office remarking ‘‘The king is dead. 
Long live the king,’’ I have been more 
and more impressed with the care and 
foresight with which she worked and 
planned, the attention to minute detail 
and the selfless devotion with which she 
served for twenty-five years, a period 
of time far outreaching her strength for 
the task. 

Most of her life was spent in Iowa. 
She began her library career in the city 
of her birth, Dubuque, Iowa, when she 
served in the library 1907-8. After this 
experience she knew that she wanted 
to devote her life to library work so 
she went to Wisconsin Library School 
for her professional training. Two 
years after she left library school, she 
served as acting secretary of the North 
Dakota and Kentucky Library Commis- 


sions while their secretaries were ate 


tending library schools. But in 1912 
she came back to Iowa as supervisor of 
the State Institutional libraries. When 
Miss Tyler resigned as Secretary of the 
Iowa Library Commission in 1913, she 
succeeded to that position which she oe- 
eupied until her retirement. 


The Iowa Library Association ex- 
pressed their appreciation of her long 
service by a life membership in the 
American Library Association and the 
lowa Library Association and honorary 
presidency of the latter. At the last 
state meeting she attended, she was hon- 
ored with a banquet where a doll motif 
was used, emphasizing her anthology of 
poems about dolls which had been re- 
eently published. 

Hers was pioneer work, organizing 
small libraries, watching and helping 
them grow, rejoicing as they became

She has gone but her spirit will live 
in Iowa’s efforts to extend library sery- 
ice, to raise the standards of librianship 
and to improve the service rendered. 
It was she who suggested the slogan for 
the Fort Dodge meeting of the Iowa Li- 
brary Association, ‘‘Books for All 
lowa,’’—a slogan which we are deter- 
mined to realize. In so doing we will 
be honoring her.

But any suggestion of 
discontinuing them, always brought 
protests, especially from librarians in 
smaller communities, who were not al- 
ways able to attend the state meeting 
and who needed contact with other li- 
brarians. 

Yes, it was pioneer work that Miss 
Robinson did in continuing and develop- 
ing these district meetings. 

And so—I am glad to pay tribute to 
Miss Robinson in this lovely Iowa li- 
brary with these beautiful flowers about. 
I am sure she would be most happy to 
see the progress being made in libraries 
throughout the state as these meetings 
so definitely indicate. And as we go 
forward facing the new issues that war 
has brought, our goal must be to build 
better and better libraries. And a large 
part of the foundation upon which we 
build will be the years of splendid serv- 
iee given by Miss Robinson. She loved 
Iowa and lowa libraries.

District Library Meetings, 1942 


It didn’t seem that this was exactly 
the year to increase the number of dis- 
trict meetings, with tire shortage and 
the gasoline rationing in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. But the Executive Board 
had voted to try nine meetings and the 
program was carried out. The results 
were gratifying. The second largest 
number attended (last year there were 
40 more) and the programs were the 
best yet; at least that is what we heard 
often enough to be convinced that it 
was true. 

The new plan for rural library serv- 
ice was published just in time for dis- 
tribution at the meetings. This is a 
veritable blue print for the realization 
of our slogan ‘* Books for all Iowa.’’ A 
generous amount of time was given at 
each meeting for an explanation of the 
plan and to answer the many questions 
about it. Some points were raised for 
clarification but it was gratifying to find 
that there were no really serious objec- 
tions to the plan as such. This speaks 
well for the thorough study which went 
into its making. 

The inereasing attendance of trustees 
is an encouraging sign that they are 
more interested and feeling a greater 
responsibility for the progress of li- 
brary affairs in the state. Genuine con- 
tributions to the program were made 
by trustees. At Clear Lake 5 trustees 
appeared on the program. At Red Oak, 
Oskaloosa and Sac City they also added 
much to the success of the program and 
discussions. Mrs. Neal Hammer gave a 
stirring talk at Eldora. 

Librarians became better acquainted. 
Many are able to call more fellow li- 
brarians by name and to remember some 
of the points which came up for discus- 
sion.

The Responsibility of the Trustees to 
the Library 
By Mrs. B. E. Stonebraker 


In the Code of Iowa, section 5853 we 
find the qualifications for library trus- 
tees defined in these words: ‘‘ Bona fide 
citizens and residents of city or town, 
male or female over the age of twenty- 
one years.’’ Nothing to make one feel 
overly important when asked to serve 
as a trustee. 

In all but a few towns in the United 
States the mayor appoints the trustees, 
and the law leaves him entirely unham- 
pered in his choice. It sometimes hap- 
pens that he is not much interested in 
the public library, and he makes his 
appointments without due regard to 
qualifications other than the age pre- 
seribed by law. As a result, trustees 
are good, bad and indifferent. The most 
useless are the indifferent for they as- 
sume NO responsibility. 

It is too bad prospective board mem- 
bers cannot be given some test whereby 
other qualifications besides age might be 
determined. 

Japanese spies, who attempted to pass 
the American lines on Bataan Peninsula, 
. either in American or Filipino uni- 
forms or otherwise, had to run the 
gauntlet of a language test. The Japa- 
nese have difficulty in pronouncing the 





letter ‘‘1,’’ so the Americans picked a 
password with a lot of ‘‘1’s’’ like ‘* Lolla- 
palooza.’’ Those who could not prop- 
erly speak it were turned back. Un- 
fortunately no password has yet been 
discovered to prove the efficiency of a 
mayor’s choice, so he just does the 
best he can, hoping his appointees will 
perform their duties in a business-like 
manner and to the greatest possible 
benefit to the community. 

The library belongs to the people, and 
the trustees, as well as the librarian, are 
public servants, and as such should ever 
be alert to opportunities to serve. 

One of the most important of our re- 
sponsibilities is to make the citizens 
more library conscious. Let’s start this 
campaign with the board members: drop 
in often and take a bouquet with you 
to add a touch of beauty to the place. 
Maybe you will happen to be there when 
the new globe is delivered and have the 
joy of seeing half a dozen high school 
boys eagerly gather around it, pointing 
out the places of which they have never 
heard until lately. Or maybe that order 
of new children’s books is being placed 
on the shelves. This is always a delight 
—the Trustee’s recompense. 

Trustees have a responsibility to the 
librarian, as well as to the library—or 
is she included in the broad term ‘‘li- 
brary?’’ She is a vital part of the in- 
stitution, and as such should sit in at 
all board meetings. SHE knows the 
problems to be met better than the 
trustees, and in their solution should 
have all the help the board can give, 
understanding, sympathetic help. 

Just as the people must delegate to 
the trustees the control of the library, 
so must they, in turn, delegate to the 
librarian the authority over and the 
management of the plant. 

A good and efficient librarian will 
have a library plan—a good and efficient 
board of trustees will have a long-range 
plan, thus there should be close cooper- 
ation between them. The united efforts 
of all are required to give to the com- 
munity a place restful to both mind and 
body—a place for study and for guid- 
ance toward right thinking. All these 
elements are included in the require- 
ments of a model library, the library 
that appeals to the public. 
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During this time, when our civiliza- 
tion is passing the supreme test, the citi- 
zens will look to the library not only for 
its past services, but for additional ones. 
If the town does not turn to the library 
for help, then the library has not made 
itself necessary to the town, a condition 
which the board of trustees, as well as 
the librarian should at once take steps 
to rectify. Boards are composed of 
business and professional men and wom- 
en and the all-important housewife 
mother each of whom can do so much, 
as an individual, in selling the library 
to his friends and acquaintances. This 
is not too much to expect, nor to ask 
from interested people. One should not 
feel that one’s services are ended with 
attendance at board meeting, but that 
they have only begun. 

When we have won this war, where 
ean be found a better place to lay the 
foundation for building a permanent 
peace than within the walls of our pub- 
lie libraries? Indeed, the responsibility 
of the library trustee to the adult is 
great and in this service he must not 
fail. 

The children’s section should receive 
special attention, for here the responsi- 
bility is even greater. In this section 
are the patrons of the future, and it is 
where the librarian, with the aid of an 
understanding and helpful board has 
the privilege of developing a reading 
public and of creating happy memories 
for the children of the community. 

The following quotation is taken from 
‘“‘The Brothers Karamazov:’’ ‘‘ You 
must know that there is nothing higher 
and stronger and more wholesome and 
good for life than some good memory, 
especially a memory of childhood. Peo- 
ple talk to you about your education, 
but some good, sacred memory preserved 
from childhood, is perhaps the best edu- 
cation. If a man carries many such 
memories with him into life, he is safe 
to the end of his day, and if one has 
only one good memory left in one’s 
heart, even that may be the means of 
saving a soul.’’

Books as a Source of Infection 
Jessie E. McBride 


The question of infection in books 
has often been brought up in connee- 
tion with the use of the library. Books 
read by those with active tuberculosis, 
in spite of care in coughing and sneez- 
ing behind a paper handkerchief, must 
sometimes be contaminated by droplets 
which escape, occasionally by the odious 
habit of licking the thumb or finger in 
turning pages, and sometimes, sad to 
relate, by leaving a paper handkerchief 
between the pages. If so, do the books 
become a source of danger to all who 
handle them? 

In the first place there is general 
agreement among doctors that bacilli, 
even in large portions, will soon become 
dry and incapable of maintaining life. 
Drying is a powerful factor in destrue- 
tion; being a form of life, such organ- 
isms have to have moisture to live. The 
germs of syphilis die quickly, that of 
measles, mumps, diphtheria and scarlet 
fever, are more resistant, and the tu- 
bercle bacillus the most resistant of all 
However, in an observation quoted by 
Dr. Anderson of the University of 
Minnesota, three weeks was the very 
longest time even it could exist in a 
book, and that only in the back binding 
where the condition for moisture was 
better. On the pages it lived only a 
day or so. 

Experiments have been undertaken ~ 
from time to time to determine this 
factor with varying, and usually nega- 
tive results. Recently, in the October 
number of the Quarterly Bulletin of 
Sea View Hospital, such a trial was 
made which was very interesting. Four 
patients with uncontrollable cough and 
profuse sputum of Gaffky 6 to 8 were 
asked to be extremely careless with cer- 
tain well-used sanatorium books, cough- 
ing on marked pages, turning those 
pages with wet thumbs after coughing, 
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and in general to contaminate the 
marked pages thoroughly. When the 
books reached the laboratory, the 
marked pages were carefully seraped 
with a sharp razor blade, and the serap- 
ings collected in sterile beakers to which 
physiological salt solution was added. 
From here the mixture went into test 
tubes, and when an even suspension was 
obtained, sixteen male guinea pigs were 
injected subcutaneously with the solu- 
tion, four animals to a book. The first 
guinea pig died forty-two days after- 
wards of another disease, the second on 
the fifty-third, and the third on the 
seventy-sixth, but not one of the whole 
group gave any signs whatever of tu- 
berculosis, having all the organs normal, 
all being well nourished, and also hav- 
ing gained weight. 


‘A similar experiment was tried with 
garments, in which the lapels and the 
front part of robes and coats were 
rubbed with sand papered vacuum clean- 
er attachment so that the dust and dried 
sputum particles flew into a box in 
which the guinea pigs must breathe this 
air. Passing on, the dust fell into a 
saline solution, which was soon suitably 
prepared and then inoculated into the 
guinea pigs, so that the animals really 
had two sourees for infection, both 
dust and inoculation. The sixteen were 
kept under observation, and, as in the 
ease of the book experiment, four ani- 
mals died of intercurrent diseases, but 
there was no evidence of tuberculosis 
in any one of the lot. The pigs were all 
well nourished and had gained weight. 


Observations have been made with 
some of the professions, notably postal 
clerks and laundry workers, but both 
professions have no higher rate of tu- 
berculosis than others. An occasional 
germ may get the chance to infect, but 
for the real thing a good dosage over a 
period of time is necessary. 

In conclusion, it would seem that 
there is not much to worry about so far 
as books are concerned, though there 
have been many attempts at disinfec- 
tion, such as boxing books with formal- 
dehyde, or heating them in the autoclave, 
a process which finishes up both books 
and germs! Disinfection, if desired, is 
best accomplished in the oldest as well 


as the easiest way. Set the books on 
end in the sun, or simply put them on 
a back shelf and forget about them for 
awhile till they are thoroughly dried.

encourage the people of their commu- 
nities to learn, through the use of their 
libraries, how they can as individuals 
and in groups make their greatest con- 
tribution to winning the war and at- 
taining security through world peace.

Cocks, president of the Indianola Li- 
brary board is a community loss which 
cannot be estimated. He has been ill 
for several months, but served his 
ehurch and community until he went 
to Rochester for treatment.
